Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-5, 7-35, drawn to method for producing a double D loop, classified in 
class 435, subclass 6.

II. Claims 6 and 36-41, drawn to nucleic acid molecule, classified in class 536, 
subclass 23.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the nucleic acids and reagents of group II could be used for in 
situ hybridization or encoding proteins which are not required for the method of group I. 
Furthermore, searching the inventions of group I and II would impose a serious burden because

the search for a nucleic acid is not coextensive with a search for method of producing a stabilized 
double D loop at a target sequence nucleic acid. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance with the provisions of MPEP §
